This communication responds to the Notification of Missing Requirements under 35 
U.S.C. 371 dated April 5, 2007. The Declaration filed on July 24, 2006 was signed by all 
named inventors, including Johann Magg. The Notification of Missing Requirements stated 
that the Declaration did not comply with 37 CFR 1.497(a) because the Inventor listed as 
Johann Magg on the Declaration was listed as Johannes Magg on the International 
Application. 

The International Application, PCT/EP2004/006928 filed on June 25, 2004, included 
a typographical error in the spelling of Mr. Magg's first name.
